Wax  is  not  used,  Smith  said, 
because  a waxed  floor  reflects 
light  and  tends  to  be  slippery, 
presenting  hazards  to  players. 

The  floor  finishes  used  on  this 
66  by  112  foot  basketball  court 
are  non-oily  and  are  used  to 
keep  grit  and  dust  off  the  floor. 

OTHER  PRECAUTIONS  taken 
in  preserving  the  court  are  pro- 
tecting it  with  a 600  pound  plas- 
tic cover.  This  covering  is  grit 
and  moisture  proof  and  takes 
five  men  an  hour  to  put  it  in 
place  and  tie  it  down.  This  is 
done  at  least  twice  a week  de- 
pending on  the  use  of  the  court. 

The  court  is  "damp  mopped” 
three  times  during  a basketball 
game — once  before,  at  half-time, 
and  again  after  the  game.  This 
process  is  repeated  every  time  a 
function  requires  the  use  of  the 
floor  without  a covering.
